perity as an abtmdanoe of commodities 
fairly distributed among those who pro­ 
duce them. 
Now, this is not a statement of true 
conditions, separate and dlstinofc, but 
rather a statement ©f two aspects of one 
difference. 
For, my friends, I hope to 
establish before I get through, that 
there cannot be abundant production of 
oommodities without an extensive die- 
tnbuTiou of them in the form of wages 
In a country wherein prosperity is based 
on freedom. 
But whether this distribu­ 
tion is as effective and complete as 
we 
might 
wish, 
we 
can 
defer 
consideration of that qneetion for a 
moment and we oau all agree that there 
cannot be any distribution if there it 
not production! fad that th en cannot 
be an extensive distribution unless there 
is an abundant production. 
We most 
have commodities to distribute before 
we can distribute them to the form of 
wages or at profits. 
If this definition of 
prosperity be ourreot, it is perfectly 
plain that there Is no reason why & 
sensible man should 
grow 
excited, 
either as to approval or resentment, at a 
combinat.an, merely as such. 
A com­ 
bination may be good or bad, according 
to its effect. 
It will be Idle to say that some im­ 
prove, that some raise prices and some 
depredate them, if we did not prescribe 
some teat by which wa could distinguish 
between the two. Now, ladies and gen­ 
tlemen, 1 think it is a simple one, per­ 
fectly clear. 
The test is to ascertain 
whether the combination of capital 
flourishes through government aid or 
without it, for, my friends, you must 
•ee that any industrial enterprise which 
dominates the market without aid from 
the government must do so tiuougb 
cheapening 
the 
product, 
or, as it 
is commonly called, by under-selling 
competitors. 
An industry, to profit, 
must accomplish that result by in 
creasing the volume of its production 
On the other 
hand, 
an 
industry 
whioh dominates the market by the 
favor of government, direct or indi 
reot, cannot, in the nature of things, 
be forced to cheapen prices, because, if 
it could dominate the market by under­ 
selling competitors in an open field 
without favor, it would not need the 
government favor. 
The interference of 
the government would be an injury, 
and not a benefit to it. 
An industry, or 
a combination of capital, or anything 
you may choose to call it, that domi 
nates a market through a restricted 
competition that delivers the oonsumer 
to it on its own terms necessarily de­ 
pends upon a narrow outpnt and large 
profits, extorted, not from the excellence 
of it« service, but from the helpl 
of those with whom it deals. 
Govern m eat Interference. 
Now there are three ways in whioh 
the government interferes in the trade 
of individuals in this oountry, one is by 
patent tews. 
* 
• 
• 
* The other 
means by which the government inter­ 
feres is by tariff. Now, I believe that 
every person can oonoede, whether he 
believes in high tariff or free trade, that 
so far as trusts are concerned the tariff 
operates to favor them in this way and 
in this way only. It operates to restrict 
competition in the production of any 
article, to those engaged in it in this 
country. 
But if a trust or combination 
is to be formed, manifestly it aids the 
enterprise where the field of competi­ 
tion is originally limited. 
Under a con­ 
dition of free trade every article whioh 
is produoed is exposed to the competi­ 
tion of the whole world. If you rely 
upon the combination to suppress com­ 
petition manifestly it is easier to make 
a combination between the producers in 
one oountry than iu all oouutries aad to 
that extent the tariff favors. 
There is still a third and serious ques­ 
tion with which I think wo can deal 
aad which I believe is vastly more ex­ 
tensive in its results than this tariff in 
favor of trusta 
And I refer to those 
favors whioh are extended to certain in­ 
dustries or great corporations enjoying 
government franchises, which are none 
the less government agencies because 
their «took is owned by private individ­ 
uate 
And here we are faoe to faoe 
with a serious difficulty. 
First, I must 
assume it a serious difficulty because it 
is almost impossible to describe it. 
It 
is surrounded by secret 
That it is ex­ 
isting and does exist everybody believes. 
But for the purposes of philosophical 
discussion it is impossible to try to fol 


right to use tnat possession on equal 
terms with everybody else, ought to be 
held guilty of a serious felony. 
No corporation has a right to secrecy 
in the discharge of its duties. 
When­ 
ever any person seeks to lure you up a 
dark alleyway on the pretense that he 
is going to serve you, do not parlay with 
him a moment—he is a cofldeuce wmn 
Call a policeman if you want to save 
your property or your character. 
No corporation anxious to perform 
honest services to the public and its 
stockholders will seek secrecy or will 
insist on it. 
It is the cloak behind which all frauds 
are perpetrated. 
My friends, these are ray suggestions: 
Publicity for corporate mismanagement? 
prohibition under penalties for spsoiai 
favors; right of action against any oor- 
poration whose service is suspended, ex- 
oept an absolute defense is proved that 
it was at all times ready to discuss with 
its employes questions at issue between 
them, by agencies of their selection.

London, Sept. 16.—M. De Blowits, 
the Paris correspondent of The Times, 
says: 
Captain Dreyfus will shortly 
withdraw his appeal for a revision of 
the Rennes trial, whioh will leave the 
ground clear for the government to take 
immediate steps to pardon him. 
The pardon will not annul the oí vil 
and military consequences of the ver 
diet and he will therefore no longer be­ 
long to the urmy. 
“There 1« nothing, however, to pre­ 
vent him tiom applying to the court of 
cassation to quash the Rennes trial 
whenever the new fact required by tew 
is produced. 
When liberated he will 
settle in the south of France, as the 
members of his family do not wish to 
expose him to such demonstrations of 
sympathy abroad as might be used 
against him by his adversaries at home. ”

London, Sept. 10.—A special dispatch 
from Pretoria says; “The Tranev&al’s 
reply will be on the following lines« 
The Transvaal adhere« to the seven 
years frenohise tew, but is willing to 
oonsider and, if neoessory, to adopt any 
suggestions Great Britain may make 
with regard to the working of the law. 
"In regard to the other point« of Mr. 
Chamberlain's dispatch, the Transvaal 
boldly stands by the London convention. 
It is said that the reply is coached in 
polite terms. 
“State Secretary Reitz, in the course 
of an interview today, expressed some 
doubt as to whether any alteration 
would be made in the existing franchise 
law, but raid he believed a way should 
and oonld be found to establish an arbi­ 
tration court. 
As to suzraiuty, the 
least said the soouest mended, remarked 
tiie state secretary." 
In the forecasts of President Kruger’s 
reply there is undoubtedly a large basis 
of truth which seems to bring the dis­ 
pute within a measurcable distance of 
war. 
I^st evening the press association is­ 
sued a curious statement to the effect 
that as soon as the garrison in Natal 
had been sufficiently strengthened, the 
Transvaal government would be called 
upon to accept a new convention, al­ 
ready drafted, which, while ¿guarantee­ 
ing the integrity of the Transvaal state, 
provides for the demolition of the forts 
and limits the armed force of the Trans­ 
vaal to a number deemed sufficient to 
maintain internal order. 
According to the press association the 
convention will demand that the diplo­ 
matic agencies be suppressed and the 
judiciary be made independent of the ! 
executive. 
The morning paper editorials regard 
the crisis as having reached its mo-t 
aeate pliase. 
The Daily News cay : 
“ We refuse to believe that President 
Kruger is so foolish as to reject Mr. 
Chamberlain’s moderate demands." 
The Daily Ghroniole, which appeals 
again to Mr. Kruger "to accept while 
it is yet time.and before England's terms 
beoome harder," says: “ A refusal of 
the present terms will involve the ruin 
of the state over which President Kru­ 
ger presides. 
The British government 
have played their first and second moves 
in the game, and must perforce play the 
third and then the fourth. 
If Mr. Kru­ 
ger haggles, the sinister conditions in 
South Africa will grow worse until a 
catastrophe is reached." 
Other papers talk of the imminence 
of war, and all the dLpatches from 
South Africa continue to describe the 
military preparations of both sides. 
The Pretoria correspondent of The 
Times, in hie forecast of the Transvaal 
reply, declares that the Boers will lav 
stress upon the 7-year franchise law, 
though offering to consider British sug­ 
gestions as to its working, and for the 
rest take their stand upon the London 
convention. 
The Times says: 
“ We cannot believe 
that President Kruger will reject the 
latest proposals of the government and 
we would remind him that even Mr. 
Morley has indorsed the 5-year fran­ 
chise and urged him to accept the Cape 
Town conference." 
It is understood that a cabinet council 
will be summoned as soon as the Trans­ 
vaal’s reply is received; 
The Pretoria correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian, telegraphing yes- 
terday, t-aid: “The situation has bo- 
oorne extremely grave. 
The material 
ohauges iu the draft of the reply deliv- 
ered to Mr. Greene today are due to 
representations from Bloemfontein and 
the disposition of the voiksroad."
